Air    Raid    Warnings 

The  air  raid  warning  systems  given  in  the  1941  report 
still  remain  the  same  except  for  changes  in  personnel. 
Ringing  of  the  church  bell  at  East  Andover  and  the  academy 
or  school  bells  at  Andover  after  dark  calls  for  a  complete 
"blackout"  by  the  public.  Headquarters  are  at  the  two  fire 
stations. 

If  the  new  army  blackout  regulations  to  go  into  effect  on 
February  17th  call  for  any  changes  in  our  local  warning 
signals,  these  will  be  announced  at  town  meeting  and 
posted  throughout  the  town. 

Observation    Post 

Few  things  are  more  important  to  our  national  defense 
program  than  an  adequate  and  efficient  air  raid  warning 
service,  so  that  any  enemy  planes  may  be  located  and  fol- 
lowed on  their  course  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  Our 
Andover  Observation  Post  at  the  fire  station  in  the  Center 
is  a  part  of  this  system.  Military  leaders  feel  that  a  bomb- 
ing raid  may  be  attempted  by  our  enemies  at  any  time,  as 
a  last  desperate  eft'ort  to  bolster  their  home  morale.  If  it 
comes,  our  warning  service  must  not  fail. 

The  Andover  post  has  a  better-than-average  record,  ac- 
cording to  the  army  officers  who  make  periodical  inspections. 
However,  we  are  not  proud  of  those  blank  spots  on  the 
register  when  the  post  is  left  unmanned.  More  watchers 
can  be  used  and  volunteers  will  be  welcomed. 

The  town  has  paid  for  the  fuel,  extra  lighting  and  neces- 
sary supplies  to  keep  the  post  operating,  out  of  the  civilian 
defense  appropriation,  at  a  cost  of  $188.78  for  the  past  year. 

Emergency  Casualty    Station 

At  the  request  of  the  State  Defense  Council  and  with  the 
cooperation  of  Proctor  Academy,  Dr.  Norton  has  estab- 
lished an  emergency  casualty  station  at  the  Proctor  in- 
firmary. This  is  fairly  well  equipped  with  the  drugs  and 
supplies  needed  to  handle  any  emergency  which  is  likely  to 
arise.  Proctor  Academy  has  offered  the  use  of  its  station 
wagon  as  an  ambulance  whenever  needed. 


In  addition  to  this  medical  station,  three  First  Aid  kits 
have  been  made  up,  each  with  a  stretcher,  for  emer- 
gency use.  These  are  at  Emons'  Store  at  Potter  Place, 
the  Sanborn  &  Plamp  Garage  at  Andover,  and  the  East 
Andover  fire  station.  Courses  in  First  Aid  were  given  for 
both  men  and  women  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Norton  last  winter. 

The  sum  of  $245.78  was  spent  from  the  defense  fund 
for  the  abo\e  purposes. 

Salvage 

Another  important  part  of  the  war  program  is  the  salvage 
of  vital  war  materials — scrap  metals,  rubber,  tin  cans, 
kitchen  fats,  rags,  and  so  on.  No  record  can  be  kept  of  the 
total  salvage  in  town,  moving  as  it  constantly  has  through 
junk  dealers,  garages  and  local  stores. 

y\ll  donated  scrap  collections  in  the  Andover  and  East 
Andover  scrap  piles  have  been  sold  Ijy  the  salvage  commit- 
tee. The  Federal  W.  P.  A.  collection  agency  purchased  and 
removed  27.7  tons  metal  from  the  Andover  pile,  for  $166.11. 
Sale  of  1100  pounds  rubber  and  450  pounds  non-ferrous 
metal  at  East  Andover  to  W.  F.  Gushing,  netted  $20.01,  and 
local  sales  of  small  usable  items  $6.95.  The  estimated  25 
tons  of  metal  remaining  in  both  piles  was  recently  sold  to 
Bernard  Korn  for  $165.00,  to  be  removed  by  May  1st.  The 
$358.07  received  from  these  sales  has  been  turned  over  to 
the  local  USO  fund. 

The  salvage  committee  will  assist  the  schools  in  moving 
their  collections  when  they  are  free  of  snow. 

Another  scrap  metal  drive  will  start  in  the  spring.  Local 
stores  are  doing  a  good  job  in  handling  tin  cans  and  kitchen 
fats.  KEEP  SALVAGING— The  need  is  just  as  great  as 
ever.

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Selectmen's    Summary    and    Recommendations 

As  the  nation's  economy  l)ecomes  geared  more  and 
more  completely  to  a  total  war  effort,  new  conditions  and 
new  restrictions  arise  which  are  reaching  down  con- 
tinually to  small  communities  like  our  own.  In  the 
months  ahead  we  must  be  prepared  to  make  more  sacri- 
fices in  our  normal  way  of  living,  to  meet  more  restric- 
tions, more  shortages,  more  rationing  of  consumers' 
goods,  and  above  all,  higher  taxes. 

We  are  pleased  to  report,  as  the  year  ends,  that  An- 
dover  is  in  a  good  position  to  face  these  changing  condi- 
tions. The  town  is  again  out  of  debt,  except  for  the 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  school  district.  Instead  of 
the  $1,611.06  deficit  with  which  the  year  began,  the  books 
close  witli  a  surplus  of  $2,866.35,  of  assets  over  liabilities, 
or  a  net  improvement  of  $4,477.41  in  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  town. 


This  is  due  to  many  things ;  economies  in  some  de- 
partments, unexpended  balances  in  other  appropriations 
where  shortages  of  materials  made  it  impossible  to  carry 
out  some  of  the  things  planned  at  the  last  town  meeting, 
a  demiand  for  labor  which  has  somewhat  lessened  the 
burden  of  poor  relief,  and  a  total  suspension  of  new  road 
projects  which  allowed  us  to  convert  some  construction 
funds  to  maintenance. 


Whatever  the  cause,  the  surplus  will  1)e  of  great  as- 
sistance in  reducing  the  tax  rate  for  1943. 


In  planning  the  1943  budget  and  warrant  we  have 
recommended  reductions  in  many  aj^propriations.  In 
some  departments  the  rising  cost  of  materials  and  labor 
make  any  decrease  impossible  if  service  is  to  be  main- 
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tained.  The  school  board  has  found  it  necessary  to  ask 
for  an  increase  of  $1,931.63  in  their  budg-et,  due  no  doubt 
to  increasing-  costs  of  maintenance. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  picture,  we  are  likely  to  have 
less  income  from  other  sources  than  taxes,  fewer  auto- 
mobile registrations  for  example.  The  taxable  valuation 
of  the  town  will  probably  be  less  in  1943.     We  have  had 

fire  losses  only  partly  replaced,  and  other  reductions  will 
be  necessary  which  will  not  be  offset  as  in  normal  years 
by  new  buildings.  There  w^ill  be  less  standing  timber 
to  tax,  less  stock  in  trade,  and  i)ro1)ably  less  livestock. 

Taking"  all  these  factors  into  consideration  we  believe 
that  it  will  still  be  i^ossible  to  lower  the  tax  rate,  if  each 
])roposal  is  considered  carefully  as  a]Dpropriations  are 
voted. 


Town  Government.  No  extra  expenditures  are  con- 
templated. No  elections  take  place  in  1943,  and  we 
recommend  an  a])])ropriation  of  $2400,  a  reduction  of 
$100. 


Town  Roads.  There  were  no  abnormal  road  condi- 
tions last  year,  other  than  the  early  winter  which  brought 
added  winter  costs  in  keei)ing  the  roads  open.  Even  so, 
the  apjjropriation  of  $4,000  was  not  cptite  equal  to  ex- 
])enditures.  Increasing  costs  make  it  i:)rol)able  that  this 
a])propriation  should  not  be  reduced,  as  a  reduction 
would  only  mean  another  deficit  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


T.  R.  A.  funds  were  used  whcjlly  for  maintenance  on 
roads  improved  in  past  years  by  this  gas  tax  money. 
T.  R.  A.  paid  for  the  lal)or  used  to  apply  the  5,000  gallons 
of  tar  which  we  were  able  to  secure  last  summer,  saving 
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more  than  one-half  of  the  money  appropriated  for  black- 
top. This  fund  may  not  be  available  this  year,  if  a  pend- 
ing bill  in  the  legislature  is  passed,  but  will  continue  un- 
less so  changed. 


More  road  tar  may  be  available  in  1943  than  last  year, 
but  it  is  too  early  to  be  certain.  We  recommend  that 
$2,000  be  raised  instead  of  the  $2,400  last  year,  which 
should  be  enough  to  maintain  our  tarred  roads  in  good 
condition  if  the  material  can  be  obtained. 

The  West  End  road  agent,  Mr.  William  Lorden,  has 
asked  that  new  quarters  be  built  for  the  Caterpillar  trac- 
tor and  plow  at  Andover  village.  Due  to  personal  dis- 
agreements the  present  housing  and  maintenance  ar- 
rangement has  proved  highly  unsatisfactory,  and  we  be- 
lieve that  the  matter  should  receive  full  discussion  under 
Article  4  at  the  town  meeting. 

Fire  Protection.  The  few  small  forest  fires  in  1942 
were  all  set  and  paid  for  by  the  railroad,  leaving  appro- 
priations for  this  purpose  unexpended. 

Both  precinct  fire  companies  did  splendid  work  in  con- 
trolling all  building  fires  to  which  they  were  called  in 
time.  We  believe  that  the  $250  appropriations  to  the 
precincts  should  be  continued. 

Civilian  Defense.  The  expenditures  from  this  appro- 
priation have  been  outlined  under  "War  Activities". 
This  is  the  only  fund  available  to  keep  the  Andover  Ob- 
servation Post  in  operation,  which  the  War  Department 
very  much  desires.  The  money  spent  there  for  heating 
serves  a  doul)le  purpose,  enabling  the  Andover  fire  com- 
pany to  keep  the  truck  booster  tank  full  at  all  times  and 
ready  for  instant  use. 
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None  of  us  can  foresee  what  expenditures  we  may  be 
called  upon  to  make  during-  the  coming  year  as  a  local 
contribution  to  defense  and  we  can  only  recommend 
that  the  $500  appropriation  be  again  made  available  for 
emergencies. 


Cemeteries.  Besides  the  customary  mowing  of  the 
grass,  some  work  in  grading,  adding  loam,  and  reseeding 
was  done  last  summer  in  the  old  cemeteries  at  Andover 
and  East  Andover.  Removal  of  the  old  root-choked  sod 
proved  a  rather  slow  and  expensive  operation,  but  seems 
the  only  method  of  effecting  permanent  improvement. 
Results  cannot  be  fully  estimated  before  next  spring  and 
summer. 


It  would  seem  desirable  to  do  a  little  of  this  kind  of 
work  each  year  in  the  old  cemeteries  to  keep  them  from 
getting  into  too  bad  shape,  if  the  townspeople  wish  to 
provide  the  funds. 

Town  Poor.  Old  age  assistance  costs  continued 
through  the  year  at  about  the  same  level,  and  may  now 
have  reached  a  rather  stable  figure  for  this  type  of  re- 
lief. Direct  relief  costs  dropped  nearly  30%  under  last 
year,  with  the  greatest  decrease  in  the  last  half  of  the 
year. 

Present  estimates  are  that  it  will  require  about  $3,700 
for  all  relief  during  1943,  or  a  reduction  of  $200  from  last 
year. 


Libraries.  During  the  year  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Putney 
was  appointed  to  the  Library  Committee,  following  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Frost. 
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The  committee  worked  under  some  disadvantage  dur- 
ing- the  year,  as  its  chairman  and  clerk  moved  from  town 
and  the  funds  and  accounts  were  not  turned  over  to  the 
active  members  until  late  in  the  season.  It  would  seem 
desirable  at  the  coming  town  meeting  to  elect  as  the  new 
member  of  the  committee  someone  living  in  Andover 
village  who  is  qualified  and  interested  enough  to  give  the 
library  there  the  same  attention  that  the  one  at  East 
Andover  has  received. 

March  9th.  Please  note  that  this  year  the  Town  and 
School  meetings  will  again  be  held  on  the  same  day,  a 
return  to  "old  times".  We  urge  everyone  to  attend  both 
meetings.

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REPORT  OF  FRED   E.  EMERSON 
FOREST   FIRE   WARDEN 


As  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  Town  of  Andover  for 
the  year  ending-  January  31,  1943,  I  submit  the  following 
report : 

Again  we  have  been  fortunate  in  the  matter  of  forest 
fires,  with  none  getting-  out  of  control  and  little  damage 
done.  For  this  I  want  to  thank  the  deputy  wardens  for 
their  quick  action  in  getting  to  and  stamping  out  each 
blaze  reported,  and  the  townspeople  in  general  for  their 
watchfulness  in  reporting  trouble  and  cooperation  in 
delaying  all  burning'  until  weather  made  it  safe. 

In  these  critical  times,  when  the  suppl}'  of  manpower 
is  growing  ever  smaller,  it  becomes  more  necessary  to 
use  great  care  and  precaution  to  control  the  danger 
from  outdoor  fires.  It  is  good  and  prudent  citizenship 
to  rememl)er 

1.  That  i^ermission  to  l)urn  in  or  near  woodland  or 
where  fire  may  spread  to  woodland  must  be  ob- 
tained from  the  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow. 

2.  To  be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  the  woods 
and  not  to  throw  or  drop  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes 
or  matches. 

3.  To  notify  your  local  warden  promi)tly  of  any  fire 
you  see. 
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4.  That  fire  prevention  is  the  best  and  cheapest  fire 
insurance.  :• 

5.  To  be  fire-minded  ;  be  careful ;  be  cooperative,  and 
thus  help  your  warden  prevent  forest  fires. 

The  1942  fire  record  for  the  town  is  as  follows: 

Number  of  fires  or  investigations,  3 

Number  of  acres  burned  over,  3.5 

Number  of  permits  issued,  43 

The  town's  fire  fighting  tools  and  equipment  are  in 
good  shape  and  are  well  housed  in  the  two  precinct  fire 
stations.  During  the  year  four  more  knapsack  pumps 
and  two  flame  throwing  attachments  were  added. 

The  1943  fire  outlook  may  be  summarized  as  more 
slash,  more  fire  hazard,  fewer  fire  fighters.  We  cannot 
be  too  careful.

Andover  was  without  a  nurse  until  April  1st,  when 
Miss  Dencie  E.  Ward  came  on  duty.  She  remained 
until  November  1st,  and  there  was  a  vacancy  until  Janu- 
ary 1,  1943. 

A  dental  clinic  was  'held  in  June  for  school  children. 

In  April  and  September  all  school  children  were  ex- 
amined, and  the  primary  and  grammar  pupils  were 
weig-hed  each  school  month.  The  High  School  pupils, 
with  their  parents'  permission,  were  examined  by  Dr. 
Clough,  Jr.,  in  October. 

Nine  patients  were  taken  to  Franklin  dentists. 

Cod  liver  oil  was  given  to  undernourished  or  worthy 
cases. 

Twenty-one  patients  were  taken  to  local  and  outside 
doctors. 
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Eight  were  taken  to  the  Franklin  Hospital  for  X-rays 
or  treatments.  Four  of  these  were  children  having  ton- 
sils removed. 

Six  patients  were  taken  to  Manchester,  Concord  and 
Franklin  clinics. 

The  help  and  support  of  the  Andover  Nursing  Asso- 
ciation, the  selectmen  and  the  teaching  staff,  and  the 
financial  aid  of  the  local  chapter  of  the  American  Red 
Cross,  has  been  greatly  appreciated.

The  morning  session  of  the  elementary  schools  will  be 
from  nine  o'clock  until  twelve  o'clock,  and  the  afternoon 
session  from  one  o'clock  until  four  o'clock.  Teachers 
should  arrange  their  time  tables  so  that  the  formal  work 
of  the  day  is  over  at  three-thirty,  and  use  the  remaining 
time  until  four  o'clock  for  individual  help.  Beginning 
December  1  and  continuing  until  March  1,  school  will 
close  at  three-thirty. 

Elementary  teachers  should  arrive  at  the  school  build- 
ing not  later  than  eig^ht-thirty  in  the  morning,  and  in 
cold  or  inclement  weather  such  pupils  as  wish  should  be 
allowed  to  enter  at  eight-thirty.  A  teacher  should  be  on 
duty  in  each  building  during  the  noon  hour.
